BOYS. ON STRIKE 
SI HOURS, 


District Messengers Thought 
They Had a Grievance. 


ALL A QUESTION OF BICYCLES. 


EXCITING SCENES ON ’CHANGE 
AND AT OTHER PLACES. 


Many of the Youngsters Armed Them- 
selves With Stones, But Didn’t 
Use Them—Soon Convinced 
of Their Error. 


There was a short-lived 
morning. The Missouri district messenger 
boys ‘‘walked out.’”’ Some of the young- 
Sters armed themselves with stones, but 
did not use them.. At noon two score of 
the lads marched down to the Merchants’ 
Exchange, thronged the gallery and yelled 
“Scabs, scabs!’’ to those who had taken 
their places on the floor. A half hour later 
all Was over. 

There is a difference of opinion as to the 
cause of the strike. The messenger boys 
declared that the company intended mak- 
ing it compulsory for them to purchase 
bicycles; the management denied this. 

About 40 of the employes, the first to 
Strike, marched up to Manager Maddox 
Friday morning, surrendered their badges 
and announced that they had decided to 
quit work until the,company should agree 
to comply with their demand for an in- 
crease of wages, 

The company employs about 150 boys. 
W hile only 40 agreed to walk out, others. 
deemed it wise not toincur the displeasure 
of the little strikers by working, and re- 
fused to accept assignments on their routes, 
Discharges always follow such refusals, and 
the ranks of those who walked out were 
recruited by those who refused to work. 
The company announced soon after this 
strike began that its service was not crip- 
pied seriously and that new boys would be 
employed to take the places of those who 
quit work,

‘Nhe strikers had things pretty much their 
own way for a time Friday morning, and 
there was no occasion for violent demon- 
strations. There were few who worked 
and, beyond being jeered and hooted at’ 
they were not molested. 

There were threes places where the strike 
aroused special interest—the headquarters 
of the company, the branch office in the 
Commercial building and the Merchants’ 
Exchange. 

There was great excitement at headquar- 
ters, Where the strikers gathered on the 
Street and discussed the outlook. They 
talked loud, shook their fists often and de- 
clared they would never yield. Some of 
them were for treating with violence any- 
body who might try to carry a message for 
the company. A dozen had stones which 
they, said they would use on the first 
“sca he 

The ‘Merchants’ Exchange foree refused 
to work. Twelve messengers were employed 
there. Ten—refused to work at the first 
call. Two reported for duty, but they were 
jeered and hissed on the floor of 'C ange, 
so that they, too, quit work. The company 
tried to get other boys to take their places, 
but could not. The operators of the West- 
ern Union were compelled to deliver their 
messages. “‘Bob”’ Fruin, chief operator, was 
running about the floor, calling for brokers, 
just as if he had been a messenger boy. 

At noon, as above Stated, the strikers 
congregated in the galleries of the operat- 
ing floor on ’Change and jeered all persons 
; who were delivering Western Union mes- 
| Sages, calling them “scabs,” and declaring 
that they would settle with them when 
lthey left ‘Change. The brokers cheered 
them and greeted their demonstration with 
shouts of ‘Good!’ 

Assistant Superintendent of the Western 
| nion George J. Frankel had runners on 
ithe streets engaged in trying to induce the 
{strikers to go to his office on the second 
(Noor of the Commercial building. Several 
|} went and he advised them to return to 
|} work. Some of them declared they were 
| tired of the strike and were ready to go to 
work they could do so without being 
molested. Mr. Frankel said he felt sure 
\that he could induce all the boys to re- 
turn to work if he could only get an oppor- 
tunity to talk to them, He declared they 
didn’t Know whad they were striking for, 
and declared’the company had no intention 
of burdening them with objectionable 
terms. 

The company, 


when it discovered that 
ithe boys were afraid to work for them, 
‘employed men who are able to defend 
‘themselves if the strikers should attempt 
|}to use violence. 

The management of the company called 
the strikers together at 1 o’cluck Friday 

afternoon and assured them tnat the im- 
' pression that they would be compe!led to 

uy bicycles was false, and that no cut 
would be made in their wages. 

The boys held a brief caucus, after which 
they submitted a proposition to return to 
work at the old salary of $15 a month. It 
was accepted and the strike was called 
‘off. It lasted just six hours.

Svrinkling Contractor Pollman De- 
clares That Other Contractors 
Have No Vehicle Licenses.

H. C. Pollman, the North S8t. Louis 
sprinkling contractor, has written a ietter 
to License Commissioner Kalbfeil, dom- 
plaining he, aione, of all the sprinkling 
contractors in the city, is compelled to/pay 
a license on his sprinkling carts. 

Mr. Po.lman is the contractor who} for 
several years has been waging war onthe 
sprinkling combine, and he believes he has 
been discriminated against because of his 
attitude toward the combine, which, he 
says, has the friendship of the Adminis- 
tration, 

Mr. Pollman bases his claim of discrimi- 
nation on a personal investigation which 
he made, and which, he says, showed him 
that he was the only sprinkling contractor 
in the city who had paid license on his 
carts.

NEW VEHICLE TAX RULING 


Judge Wislezenus Holds That in Vio- 
lating the Tire Ordinance a 
License Is Avoided. 


Judge Wislezenus of the Second District 
Police Court has rendered a decision which 
seems to put &@ premium on violations of 
the law. 

He has ruled that owners of vehicles can- 
not be prosecuted for failure to pay license 
on the same if it can be ghown that the 
tires of their vehicles are not as wide as 
the law requires.

CLEVELAND, 0O., July 28.-—Nearly for- 
ty-eight hours have elapsed since any riot- 
ous demonstration has occurred in cennec- 
tion with the street car strike. The big 
consolidated officials getated this morning 
that cars were being operated on every 
line tn the system, 14 in all. 

Business ‘Agent Pratt of the Street Car 
Men’s Union said to-day that’not a singie 
desertion had eccurred from the ranks of 
the strikers. 

A repont, which cannot be confirmed. was 
widely circulated to-day that Tom L. or 
A. L. Johneon, the former street car mag- 
nates of this city, had shipped from va- 
rious points to Cleveland a large number 
of omnibuses and would immediately start 
lines in oppasition to the Big Consolidated 
Street cars. 

The strikers themselves have in operation 
a large number of bus Hes paralleling 
some of the midre important lines of the 
Big Consolidated Company.

JUDGE CHAMBERS ARRIVES. 


Left Samoa Because the Court’s Edict 
Could Not Be Enforced. 

SAN FRANCISCO,. Cal, July 2.—The 

steamship Moana has arrived from Hono- 

lulu and Samoa. At Samoa conditions are 


in a very disturbed state, and great dissat- 
isfaction is manifested on all sides. There 
have been several fights among the natives, 
and more are likely. Chief Justice Cham- 
bers was a passenger on the Moana. He 
left Samoa because the High Commission 
would not guarantee that the decrees of 
the court would be enforced. 

Justice Chambers is on a four months’ 
leave of absence, but says that his business 
in the United States is of such a nature 
that he will probabiy not return to Apia. 

The Chief Justice said: ‘Aili is now quiet 
in Samoa, but I cannot answer for the fu- 
ture. Both Mataafa and Malietoa affect to 
be satisfied with the present arrangement, 
which abolishes the office of King and vests 
the responsibility of yvernment in the 
Consuls of the three Pooers. I feel sure 
Malietoa is sincere in this. Though fairly 
elected, and efter election accepting the 
kingship, he never had ambitions in that 
direction.

HEUREAUX’S FUNERAL. 


. the Dictator. 

CAPE HAYTIPN, July 28—The funeral 

of President Heaureaux of Santo Domingo 
took place at 5 o'clock last evening in 
Santiago de las Caballeros. The popula- 
tion was panic-strifken, but there was no 
disorder. 


’ 

A report has been received here to the 
effect that the adversaries of the govern- 
ment attacked Moca last night. 

The news of the death of President 
Heureaux was hardly credited by the pev- 
_ generally until last evening, when un- 
oubted confirmation was received. Then 
there was great rejoicing among the Do- 
minican exiles, many of whom live in and 
around Cape Haptien. 

The exiles who were driven out of their 
country by Heureaux are now _ preparing 
to arm themselves and enter Santo Do- 
mingo, where they expect their chief, Don 
Juan Isidor Jiminiz, to join them. 

The Dominican government is making 
preparations on a large scale to maintain 
itself, 

FORT DE FRANCE, July 28.—The funer- 
al services over the remains of President 
Heureaux. which took place at Santiago de 
las Caballeros at 5 o'clock last evening, 
were attended by a large number of people 
and were conducted with great solemnity. 
The body. which had lain in state through- 
out the day, was buried in the cathedral. 
The Governor of the province superintended 
the public mourning. Yesterday, through- 
out the island, cannon were fired hourly 
and flags were placed at half mast on all 
public buildings. The Government has is< 
sued a decree ordering a period of na- 
tional mourning for nine days. 

The city of Santo Domingo is in a state 
of great unrest and business is entirely sus- 
pended. The people fear an outbreak, Last

ary expeditions will follow like that of 
General Jiminiz and General Morales, who 
da band from.Cuba against Heureaux. 

‘There are now in this country General 
Toribeo Garcia and Edward Grullon, who 
ehare my views. We think that the United 
States ought to take an interest in our 
West Indian Republic. It will be a great 
commercial ally. It lies between Cuba and 
Porto. Rico. It must of necessity, I be- 
lieve, ultimately become attached to this 
country.” 

General Moscoso has been an exile in 
New York for three years. He opposed the 
late President politically and had to flee 
qo save his life 

Erwin York, “secretary of the Santo Do- 
mingo Improvement Company, which con- 
trols the country’s finances, said to-day: 

“Shou'd the new administ:ation attempt 
to repudiate our contracts we shall certain- 
ly, as American citizens, call upon the 
Washington administration for protection. 
I do not believe there will be any revolu- 
tion.”’ 

The contract with the improvement com- 

ny was signed by President Heureaux in 

S88. It gives to the company the railroad 
end the right to coHect the customs. In 
return for these coméessions the company 
has assumed the national debt of the coun- 
try, which ts principally held in the United 

tates. 

Ramon Caceres, the murderer of Presi- 
Gent Heureaux, is abou: 2 years of age, 
@nd is connected with one of the best and 
richest families of the Republic. A consid- 
erable portion of his life has been 
in the United States. He completed his 
education at the Rennsalaer Polytechni 
Institute at Troy, where he was graduated 
ebout four years aco. 

While residing in Troy he married Lilie, 
the adopted daughter of Mr. and Mrs. J. 8. 
Hakes. Mr. Hakes died some years ago 
and his widow passed away soon after her 
adopted daugiter’s marriage to Caceres. 
All of the property was left to Mrs. Caceres 
Part of the real estate, consisting of a 
bieck on Fulton street, Troy, was recently 
Fold to ex-United States Senator Edward 
Murphy, Jr. 

Caceres converted all of his wife's prop- 
erty into cash and they came to New York 
and made their home here for some time. 
Caceres ofen aaid that as soon as the op- 
portunity offered he would go to San Do- 
singo and inaugurate a revolution. He 


spent 


leaving Mrs. Caceres here. Those who know 
Caceres are confident that he laid his plans 
well and had taken precasrtions to insure 
his eseape. 


The Dominican Republic occupies the 
eastern portion of the Island of Harti. 
which, next to Cuba, is the largest of the 
West Indian Isiands. The inhabitants of 
the republic are of Spanish, African and 
Indian descent and use the Spanish lar- 
pases, The president is assisted by a cab- 
wet and the legislative body is composed 
of 2 deputies elected by indirect popular 
vote. The population is estimated at be- 
tween 416,000 and 610,00. The capital, Santo 
Domingo. has a population of 35.00. There 
@re about 3000 schools in the republic and 
#@ newspapers are published. 

The army consists of a small! force of in- 
faniry, artillery and cavairy. The republic 
possesses one man-of-war. The chief pro- 
ducts of the island are tobacco, coffee cor. 
ton and sugar cane, the cultivation of which 
fe increasing. There are about 18 miles of 
completed railway in the island, while 
nearly 50 more miles are projected. The 
commerce is mainly with the United States, 
Spain, England and France.

GOMEZ FOR PRESIDENT. 


The Cuban Patriot Is a Native of San 
Domingo. 
WASHINGTON, July 2.—By the assas- 
sination of President Heureaux of San Do- 
ningo, Cuba may lose one of its central fig- 
ures, as it is well known Gen. Maximo Go- 
mez aspries to the Presidency of the black 

republic. 

Some time ago Gen. Gomez issued a man- 
ifesto to the Cuban Army, in which he 
bade his soldiers good-by and signified his 
intention to return to San Domingo. his na- 
tive land. As Gomez's love for adventure 
and fighting for what he calls liberty are 
well Known, it is believed he will start for 
San Domingo at once, organize an army 
and endeavor to fight his way to the 
presidency. 

Gomez is a good organizer, and those 
who came in contact with him in Cuba sav 
he is one of the best soldiers in Cuba, and 
he has the tenacity to stick to a cause un- 
til it triumiphs. The old general knows he 
will not be chosan President of Cuba, if 
that island ever has a President, and it is 
believed the constitution of Cuba will fol- 
low closely that of the United States and 
provide that only native Cubans can be 
elected to the highest office. This bar will 
not confront Gen. Gomez tn San Domingo. 
as he was born in San Domingo and his 
family still resides there. 

Aithough Gomez has been absent from San 
Domingo for a number of years. he still 
claims it as his home, and this claim will 
undoubtedly hold good. As it is natural for 
troops to flock to a successful soldier it 
would not be surprising if Gen. Gomez 
should organize a large army. and within a 
short time find himself in the presidential 
chair. 

While little Is known of President Figuero 
few persons believe he can maintain peace 
as there are pronounced signs of a revolu- 
tion brewing. With a candidate in the field 
in the person of Juan Isador Jimini it is 
said this will not promote tranquillity, and 
judging from the past history of Gen’ Go- 
mez. many believe he will be next heard of 
as President of San Domingo. 

It is thought a large number of Cubans 
would follow Gen, Gomez to San Domingo 
and again take up arms under his com- 
mand. While the departure of Gen. Go- 
mez would be regretted, it is believed here 
it will not have any material effect in 


Cuba, and affairs will go on as smoothly 
as they are at present.

THEIR COLONEL IS DENOUNCED. 


BITTERLY SCORED BY DR.

He-Claims That the Filipinos Have 
Been Used Treacherously and 
That Otis’ Campaign Is 
a Blunder. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 28.—The trangport 
Morgan City, which arrived here from Ma- 
nulla on Monday, carried 115 sick ané 
wounded soldiers from the First South 
Dakota Regiment. This was but a smail 
percentage of the total number of the sick 
of the regiment, for the men who _ re- 
turned report that there are not 200 able- 
bodied soldiers left among their fellows. 
The cause of this conditi@n appears to 
have been that Gen. Otis, who is accused 
of showing favoritism toward certain regi- 
ments and keeping them as guards of hon- 
or around headquarters in Manila or on pa- 
trol duty on the streets, kept the South 
Dakotas on the firing line almost without 
a single let up [from the beginning of the 
fighting. 

The men have spent night after night in 
rain-soaked clothing in the trenches, Their 
fare has been of the commonest order 
compared with that supplied to regiments 
not so far toward the front. The result 
was a breaking down of nearly all the men, 
After undergoing hardships of this kind for 
months they fell easy victims of disease. 
There has been more @Qissension in the 
South Dakota Regiment probably than any 
other that went to Manila. Col. Frost, who 
Was a regular officer before his appoint- 
ment by Gov. Lee, is very unpopular. He is 
an extremist and a martinet. A scatching 
lecture comes to Senator Pettigrew from 
Surgeon R. C. Warne of the First South Da- 
Kota, of which the following is an ex- 
cerpt: 

“Many of the men have attempted to ap- 
piy for their ‘return home and discharge 
through military channels, but Col. Frost 
had held them up. ‘To-day the Colonel 
called the company commanders together 
and told them they were cowards to allow 
their men to ask to be sent home; that 
they were cowards to allow théir men to 
Zo on the sick list. For the good of all 
concerned, Frost should be sent back to 
his own regiment.He is a low, contemptible 
cur, looking only to his own interest. Selfish 
in the thought only for his good. 

‘He would gladly sacrifice every man in 
the regiment for a few dollars in his own 
pocket or a little glory for Frost. He has 
no interest in our State and has no Interest 
in our men except to use them both for 
his own selfish adv&ncement.”’ 

Continuing, the Major denounced the war 
in the Philippines, and declares that the 
Administration made a stupendous error 
when it first began to attempt to conquer 
the islands. He declares that. instead of 
the insurgents it was the American Gov- 
ernment that displayed treachery in mak- 
ing promises to the matives that it evi- 
dently did not intend to keep. 

The South Dakotans who returned on 
the Morgan City are unanimous in denounc- 
ing Gen. Otis.

ASHES REST IN AN URN,

THE MORTAL REMAINS OF ROB- 
ERT G. INGERSOLL. 


THE BODY WAS CREMATED. 


Tiying Ordeal for the Wife and 
Daughters Who Waited at 
the Crematory. 


DOBB’S FERRY, N. Y., July 28.—The 
ashes of Robert G. Ingersoll repose in a 
bronze urn in the house where he died. 
The body was cremated yesterday. 

Miss Maude Ingersoll fainted five times 
in the carriage on the way to the crema- 
tory, and both she and Mrs. Brown, the 
married daughter, swooned away when Col. 
Ingersoll’s body was finally carried out of 
their sight into the incinerating room. 


The undertaker and the crematory em- 
ployes lifted the casket and carried it into 
the incinerating room. There the shrouded 
form was taken from its casket and placed 
upon an iron cradle. This cradle and the 
body were lifted upon a plain catafalque, 
draped in black, and resting upon noiseiess 
rubber wheels. The table surface of this 
catafalque was on a level with the door of 
the retort, so that the cradle could be 
easily slipped into the furnace. 

Some of the employes dipped a large sheet 
into a solution of alum and wrapped this 
around the body, so that it was completely 
enveloped. Then the catafalque was rolled 
before the door of the retort. The register 
showed a temperature of 2075 degrees Fah- 
renheit. A few moments later the body 
was put in the furnace. 

The body was removed from Dobbs Ferry 
vesterday morning. Much difficulty was 
experienced for hours before in persuading 
Mrs. Ingersoll to let the body go, but she 
finally yielded a despairing consent. Those 
who acted as pall-bearers at the house toe 
carry the coffin to the hearse were Walston 
H. Brown, Col. Ingersoll’s son-in-law; © 
P. Farrell, Mrs. Ingersoil’s brother-in-law: 
Herbert P. Brown, brother of W. H. Brown: 
Frederick C, Penfield, former Minister to 
Egypt: Maj. Orlando T. Smith end John 
Hazelton, of the law firm of which Col. 
Ingersoll had been the head. Besides the 
pallbearers there were in the party Mrs. In- 
gersoll, Mrs. W. H. Brown, Miss Maude In- 
gersoll, Mrs. C. P. Farrell, who is Mrs. 
Ingersoll’s sister; Miss Farrell, H. D. Fry 
and three servants of the Ingersoll family.

LUETGERT'S HEART FAILED 


{Cause of the Death of the Wife Mur- 
derer in the Prison at 
Jcliet.

JOLIET, Il., July 28.—The coroner’s jury 
finds that the death of Adolph Il. Luetgert, 
the wife murderer, was caused by heart 
failure.

Water Assessor Hemmelmann is puzzling 
his brain whether he hds authority to is- 
sue water licenses to persons and corpora- 
tions outside the city limits. If he should 
decide that he has not that authority, Jef- 
ferson Barracks and the Suburban Railway 
powerhouse will suffer from @ water 
famine. 

The Barracks and the powerhouse have 
been furnished water by the city for a num- 
ber of years, and at the Barracks the Gov- 
ernment has gone to considerable expense 
to put pumps and tanks to increase the 
pressure. 

The prospect of the water being suddenly 
shut off is an unpleasant one. Mr. Hem- 
melmann has sought ihe advice of City 
Counselor Schnurmacher, who is consider- 
nig the matter. It is admitted that the 
supply of water to these places might be 
stopped by injunction. Mr. Hemmelmann 
for this reason hesitates to accept the mon- 
ey from the out-of-town users of water. 


During the recent session of the Legisla- | 


ture a law was enacted which will probably 
settle the question when it becomes oOp- 
erative. This law permits the City of St. 
Louis to enter into contracts with persons, 
corporations and municipalities outside its 
limits to supply them with water. 

The proper method of carrying this law 
into effect is also causing some study on 
the part of officials. The law does not 
specify who shall act as the city’s agent in 
making these contracts. Water Commis- 
sioner Flad says he doesn’t feel like tak- 
ing the responsibility of making the con- 
tracts. City Counselor Schnurmacher leans 
to the opinion that the Assembly will have 
to pass an ordinance containing specifica- 
tions and designating the official who shall 
act as the city’s agent.

MONOPOLY WITH A SUBSIDY, 


Facts Made Public in Connection With 
the Negotiations Over the Alas- 
kan Border.

CHICAGO, July 28.—A capitalist now ir 
Chicago who has extensive fnterests m 
Alaska and has had intimate relations 
with the International Boundary Commis- 
sion, explained to-day what he sald was 
the true inwardpess of the prospective re- 
quest of Canada for a port on the Lynn 
Canal. 

“Back of all this,” he gaid, “is a lot of

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SHOE MANUFACTURERS HERE 
ARE WELL SATISFIED. 


WON'T JOIN THE CONFERENCE. 


Rivals in Other Cities Want to Raise 
the Price of Shoes Because They 
Are Losing Money. 


The shoes manufacturers of the United 
States have been called to meet in Phila- 
delphia Aug. 8, to consider either an ad- 
vance in prices or a decrease in quality. 

The ftnitiative in the conference move- 
ment was taken recently by the Shoe Man- 
ufacturers’ Association of Cincinnati, 
which addressed a call to all other similar 
organizations in the United States. The 
call suggested the Philadelphia meeting, 


and it brought prompt responses from all 
parts of the country. The New York As- 
sociation appointed its delegates and 
marked out a line of procedure Tuesday, 
the New England manufacturers have al- 
ready signified their acceptance, the Chica- 
go jobbers and manufacturers wil! hold’a 
meeting to-day for the purpose of attend- 
ing the conference, and the Philadelphia 
Association is doing all in its power to 
co-operate with the other organizations. 

But St. Louis will not be there—at lezet, 
not to any appreciable extent. And the rea- 
eon is that St. Louis shoemakers are very 
well satisfied, thank you, with things 
they are. The demand is so brisk ard the 
prices are zo firm that they are buying 
largely in the East themselves, and why 
should they advarce prices of the gcods 
they themselves need? 

Besides, the manufacture of shoes here is 
growing very rapidly, St.. Louis has a terri- 
tory peculiarly its own, in which Eastern 
deaiers cannot compete, and the shoe sliu- 
ation here is really quite satisfactory. 

It is really a case of tariff ard trusts 
that bothers the Fastern shoe factories. 
is asserted by leading manufacturers 
that they have made ro profit since the 
per cent tariff of 1897 was put on hides, 
and that there wiil be no profit for them 
until it is removed. 

The abnormally high prices of hides are 
only a part of these shoemakers’ troubles. 
All of the materials entering into the man- 
ufacture of shoes are higher. iabor in 
ed. Sole jieather is iarge controlled bs 
trust, a $70,000,090 combine is forming in up- 
er leather, the linen thread manufacturers 
ave formed a trust, the manufacturers of 
shoe machinery cortrofling leading pafents 
have combined, and the makers of lasts 
have a trust in process of formation. 

A number of the leading shoe manufac- 
turers of the East held a meeting some 
time ago and attempted to some 
means of getting out of their troubles. 
They decided to abolish ail discounts in- 
stead of openly advancing the price lists 
The plan has not met with favor and it 
has been practically abandoned. 

Dealers and manufacturers here declare 
that any attempt to regulate shoe prices 
will fail. They say that while all may 
agree to stick to list rates, none wi'l actu- 
ally do it, and ‘“‘there you are.” In fact. St. 
Louls makers are inclined to laugh a bit at 
their friends in the East instead of con- 
doling with them.

MR. HAWES BLAMES STURGEON 


The Deplorable Condition of the City’s 
Finances Charged to the Repub- 
lican Administration. 


Vice-President H. B. Hawes of the Police 
Board is inclined to retaliate on Comptroller 
Sturgeon and other Republicans who have 
been criticising his work as a Commission- 
er, and the provisions of the new police law.

Why was 
it that Mr. Sturgeon, who rushes into 
pamphiets and in print at the expense 
the c'ty, and his colleagues, did not Pion 

se some constitutional amendment which 
would have secured an increased revenue 
for the city of St. Louis?’ 

As a remedy for the city’s empty treasury, 
Mr. Hawes says: 

“Wipe off the straw men from the city 
payrolls. Chop off the heads of the innu- 
merabie inspectors. Make the men who are 
employed by the city do a day’s work, in- 
stead of carrying on other business and 
making the city business a side issue. Put 
a man in charge of the finances of the city 
who is mot blinded by partisan seal, and 
put men in the Councll who think before 
they act and talk, and the city of St. Louls 
will be found to have ample reverities to 
supply its wants. Stop the sale of offices, 
the printing of political documents at pub- 
lic expense. Drive out of power the men 
with the rule-or-ruin policy, and we will 
not have in office men to direot our finan- 
cial affairs who attack the city’s credit in 
order to carry out the behests of the Ma~
